Claims 1-81 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting asibeing unpatentable over claims 1-129 of U.S. Patent No. 6,697,276. 
Applicant has enclosed a terminal disclaimer herewith to overcome the double patenting 
rejection. 

Claims 1-81 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-32 of U.S. Patent No. 6,700,809. Applicant 
has enclosed a terminal disclaimer herewith to overcome the double patenting rejection. 

Claims 1-81 have been provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-39 of co-pending 
Application No. 10/999,798 (U.S. Publication No. 2002/0129198). Applicant has enclosed a 
terminal disclaimer herewith to overcome the double patenting rejection.
